Disposal of Sewerage. 


CITY HEALTH OFFICER TER- 
NAN, OF EDMONTON, 
TALKS HOT 
AIR. 


The following resolution was 
passed at the late Municipal con- 
vention held at Medicine Hat: 

Moved by A. T. Stephenson, of 
Red Deer, and Mayor Mills, of 
Strathcona. ‘‘That this con- 
vention while recognizing the 
importance of dealing ascienti- 
fically with the matter of sewer- 
age and realizing that when the 
population of the country has 
grown denser and ‘larger popu- 
lations reside on the banks of our 
rivers, the reduction of sewerage 
to the purity of drinking water 
will become a consummation to 
be discussed, this convention is 
of the opinion that at the present 
atage of the development of this 
country the requirements of the 
provincial health act in this re- 
gard are entirely too stringent, 
and compliance with the same 
would entail upon the munici- 
palities of thexprovince at large 
an nnnecessary expense tending 
to the discouragement of the 
installation of water works and 
sewerage systems. Therefore 
this convention is of the opinion 
that the provincial health act 
should be amended to meet the 
requirements of existing con- 
ditions, and that the executive of 
the union wait upon the govern- 
ment of Alberta urging the 
necessity of staying all the pro- 
ceedings in this regard and con- 
nection under the act until 
proper enquiries have been made 
and all parties heard.” 


Is there anything wrong with 
this resolution? Read it again. 


The delegates recognize the im- 
portance of the question,but they 


only want time to consider the 
matter. The act will certainly 
tend to discourage construction 
of sewerage systemsin the west. 
Nineteen out of twenty cases of 
feverin the country is directly 
traceable to no sewerage system 
at all, 


‘These people do not realize 
what tne country loses in money 
value by the presence of typhoid 
fever, leaving out all question of 
human life,’’ said Medical Health 
Officer Dr. Ternan to a Bulletin 
representative this morning when 
shown the resolution published 
today passed by the Medicine. 
Hat meeting of the Union of the 
Alberta Municipalities, with 
reference to the disposal of 
sewage. 

The resoluticn states that while 
recognizing the importance of 
scientific disposal of sewage, the 
opinion of the convention is that 
in the present stage of the de- 
velopment of the country the 
requirements of the Provincial 
Health act are entirely too strin- 
gent and compliance would incur 
a large and unnecessary expense. 
Tne resolution also calls for 
amendment of the present health 
act and the executive are asked 
to wait on the Government of 
Alberta urging the stay of all 
proceedings until proper enquiries 
have been made. 

PROPER ENQUIRIES ALREADY MADE. 


*“‘The resolution from its word- 
ing appears as if it had been 
drawn up by a body of illiterate 
farmers,’’ Dr. Ternan continued. 
“The government has already 
made proper enquiries and have 
carefully looked into the entire 
question before introducing the 
bill at the last session.”’ 

Dr. Ternan continuing, pointed 
out that the state makes provision 
for the safety of human life and 
the cities and towns of the west 
should not be allowed to jeopard- 
ize the public health by the con- 
tamination of the rivers and 
streams. . 


THE OBVIOUS MOTIVE. 


‘The convention, from the 
tenor of the resolution, was 
evidently consulting its own pre- 
sent day pocket rather than the 
welfare of the country.” 

“If this country could only 
realize what it would mean to be 
clear of typhoid fever, or enteric 
as itis more prorerly called, no 
cost would be considered too great 
to rid the west of the disease. 

“The prairie west is particu- 
larly adapted tothe ‘seeding’ of 
typhoid fever and if it becomes 
permanently settled it can per- 
haps never be rooted out. Years 
ago this country was entirely free 
from typhoid and when the pop- 
ulation was small there was very 
little of the disease, 


TYPHOID DETERS IMMIGRATION 


“The fact that typhoid exists in 
the west has a deterring effect on 
immigration and is constantly 
used in the east as an argument 
against the western provinces. 

“If we can wipe out this disease, 
as the new health act of Alberta 
will do much to accomplish no 
greater benefit could be accom- 
plished. One of the first means 
for the eradication of typhoid 
fever is to keep the rivers and 
streams pure, and this ean only 
be effected by scientific disposal 
of the sewage of the cities and 
towns.’’. 

The delegates to tl.e convention 
were without doubt among the 


most intelligent men the province 
can produce. They realized that 
it was necessary to establish 
sewerage systems in the west, to 
purify the towns springing into 
existence. 

That the stringent regulations 
introduced by the government 
will have a strong deterrent effect 
on the municipalities thinking of 
installing such systems, there 
can be no doubt. 

It would be as well for the gov- 
ernment to allow the men who 
control our municipal systems to 
give them a tip once in a while 
and not pay too much attention 
to the gentleman who has recently 
been appointed health cfficer of 
the city of Edmonton and who 
may perhaps be slightly carried 
away by the exuberance of his 
verbosity, as an old and very wise 
statesman ounce remarked.

CHARGES PROVEN AGAINST 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


The main purpose of the series 
of speevhes which the Conserv- 
ative leader, Mr. Borden, began 
at Halifax, about a month ago, 
was to lay before the people his 
own views on public questions 
and hisown policy for meeting 
thé public needs, but it was quite 
inevitable that he should make 
reference to the exposures of the 
government’s maladministration 
which have been made in par- 
liament and out of it for years 
past. The reporier of a Toronto 
paper summarizes some of the 
charges which have been proven 
against the governmeet and which 
have been referred to in some of 
Mr. Borden’s recent speeches. 
The reporter’s summary is as 
follows: 

*1,.The extravagance on the 
steamer Arctic; 
$10,000 paid for pemmican which 
an expert swore could be supplied 
at a profit for $2,800. : 

“2 The Moncton land deal; 
$5,000 paid to a middleman for 
lands which he had picked up 
immediately before for $1,300. 


“3 The Merwin 


for $11,000 aud re-sold them at 
once to the government for 
$18,000. 

“4 A wharf built on the St. 
Lawrence to benefit the timber 
limits of a Liberal M. P. 

“5, The spending of $15,000 for 
a wharf at St. Joseph, Ontario, 
which no vesSel has ever used, at 
a place where the yearly post 
office receipts are $16. 

6. The Saskatchewan Valley 
Land company transaction, with 
its conjectured profits to the 
pombe of $1,500,000 to $2.000- 


‘7, A general indictment of the 
manipulation of Western timber 
lands, by the opening of the ten- 
derz in private. 

“8, The Blairmore townsite 
case. - 

‘9, The Robins Irrigation com- 
pany lease. 

“10. The Galway Cattle com- 
pany grazing lease. 

"11 The North Atlantic Trad- 
ing company contract. 

12, The Wagner case; Wag- 
ner was paid a salary while still 
serving in prison for  stealing,. 
and, on release, was given two 
government positions, at double 
the former pay. 

“13. The appointment of J. B. 
Jackson to be commercial agent 
at Leeds. 

“14. The Preston-Jury quarrel ; 
both men being retained in gov- 
ernment service.’’ 

The references here are not 
merely to vague charges, but to 
proved facts reflecting most seri- 
ously upon the government, and 
to which the government has 
been able to make no defence. 

Nor are these things excep- 
tional they are in fact but speci- 
mens of the general maladminis- 
tration that has prevailed in and 
characterized the Laurier govern- 
ment for years past. 

Quite recently ths government 
seems to have taken some alarm 
at the mass of proved offences 
and public judgments against it, 
and to have instructed Ayleswerth 
and Pugsley to go and hurl 
bellingsgate at the Conservative 
leader and his friende, and hence 
to deceive foolish people who are 
misled by loud talk. The Laurier 
orators in all their vociferating 
are careful to say nothing def- 
inite enough to be taken into a 
court of law. And they offer no 
proof of anything. It is all the 
mere ‘you’re anothor’ tactics of 
guttersnipes, and simply dis- 
graceful on the part of Ministers 
of the Crown. 

But if what Mr. Aylesworth is 
now insinuating be true,what has 
he been doing for years past? 
Why has he not had this alleged 
Conservative corruption fully 
investigated in parliament? The 
public will have little difficulty 
in answering this question, but 
the answer will not be much to 
the minister’s credit.

The Moncton Times says. 

‘‘Mr, Borden in his triumphal 
tour of Canada has made out a 
strong indictment of the govern- 
ment for incompetence, graft 
and electoral wrong doing.

THE BRITISH SEAMAN HAS LONG 
ROUND OF DAILY DUTIES. 


Stows Hammock at.3.45 a.m.—Four 
Hour Stretches of: Duty — Erratic 
Steering—Wages Are Poor — ‘Food 
Also Scanty and Not:Always Good 
—But Finest Sean-en'In the World. 
—Face Danger Carelessly. . 


. The: following description of ‘a 'Brit- 
‘ish seaman’s life; written by,. the 
young quartermaster .of..a blue. fun- 
nel liner, is given in The Vancouver 
‘Province: pail 
“Bhow_ a leg there. Tumble up: 
Rise ‘and. shine, you’ lubbers, lively 
now.’’, This is the call that the :Brit- 
ish able-seaman receives at a quarter 
to four in the morning: He turns out 
after a series of stretches and yawns, 
sleepily rubs his. eyes, and ‘proceeds 
“tg dress himself, all the while keepin 
up a running fire of curses directe 
at the ship; the sea and all that ap- 
pertains thereto.. Having dressed, he 
lights his inevitable pipeful of strong, 
and to a landsman yile, tobacco. and’ 
waits for eight bells to strike. “Eight 
bells,’ a hoarse voice: bellows, there 
is a mellow chiming, and the watch 
below turns.out and: relieves. the man 
at the wheel and-the lookout. It-is 
our man’s trick at the wheel until 3 
a.m. and-he stands hich up on the 
flying bridge in the bitter wind care- 
lessly glancing at the:compass now 
and‘then and giving her a couple of 
spokes occasionally, : 
Your average tramp seaman is not 
very particular about his steering. 
“80 long as shé gets ‘there, it’s all 
right,” he says. and the-onlv time he 
is forced to steer an accurate course 
is when the engle-eyed mates happen 
to_ check the course ‘and hurl a few 
full-favored sea. compliments! at.’ his 
poor ,head. At three bells he is re- 
lieved for ten minutes: to’ ‘get’ a cun 
of coffee and na smoke, and this. wel- 
come relief is much apnreciated. Back 
to. the -wheel again, . he. steers. until 
four bells, when a fresh steeraman 
comes on:and he joins-the rest‘of ‘the 
watch under the bo’sun and puts ‘in 
‘his time washing paint and scrubbing 
ecks.. :: + S: ee ae é 
The time drags wearily “on. but ‘at 
last the welcome: eight bells’ come 
“along and his watch genes below for 
four hours. After partaking of break- 
fast, generally’ consisting ‘of hash and 
coffee, he turns in until seven bells 
(11.20) when dinner is piped. At noon 
he turns out agnin for-another four 
hours when he goes helow until’ 6 
p.m. Then he takes’ second dog watch 
until: 8:p.m.. when the old run ‘of 
four on and four off comes on again, 
The sailor’s. food is of the poorest 
quality; and often’ there’ is’ not: enough 
of ‘it. His..quarters are, wretchedly 
uncomfortable” and leaky; and: “for 
days at a time, in heavy weather, his 
bunk is saturated with water dripping 
from leaky. deck seams. He has to 
work in all. weathers for’a miserable 
wage—they: pay: about] £4, or $29 a 
month, out of Liverpool—and. he has 
to put up with_a hundred other “in- 
conveniences. He hates his officers 
like poison, and they curse him with 
fervid energy. :. Yet, with it ‘all, the 
British ‘sailor isthe’ finest’ and: most 
reliable seaman in the: world when 
it-comes to facing: danger. He‘ is 
drunken when ashore, and discontent- 
ed when at sea, for it is his nature 
tobe ‘so: and ‘always .will;be'as long ‘as 
conditions in the British: mercantile 
marine are what they are st present. 
To see some of these men, untidy, 
careless,‘ slouching along’ the streets, 
and -lounging about - the bars, one 
would never think that these men 
.would face dangers in.

In order to obtuin 
a milk with a sweet, desirable odor 
nnd flavor we must. keep obnoxious 
weeds out. of the pastures. We must 
take care of the animal:in such a way 
that her general physical condition is 
good. We must feed nothing but clean 
and fresh food and we must give: thé 
artmals pure water. Polluted and im- 
pure water not only affects the quality 
of the milk, but may also impair the 
health of the animal.—Professor Hunzi-

The bettor thinks the bookmaker has, 
the best end of it. He has, set com- 
paratively few of the bookmakers} 
weather the financial storms incident, 
to the game.

were doing business at the end of the 
racing year. One of the most experl- 


;enced bookmakers in America, Eddie 
j Burke, lost six bank rolls in one season. 


The bank roll, in the parlance of the 
ting, is the capital stock of the book- 
maker. 

The public hears much of the win- 
nings made by the’ bookmakers, but 
the losses are announced rarely. One 
of the things the public does not appre- 
ciate is that many of the bookmakers 
are or.ly managers or partners in the 
books they make. Wall street. men, 
snioon keepers, business men and poll- 
ticlans frequently “subscribe to the 
bank roll of bookmakers, and occasion- 
ally a woman is the backer of a book- 
maker.

Most of them die poor. 

There are few owners who have s9 
good judgment in regard to the horses 
under thelr charge as have the really 
observant men who make a business 
of betting.

The Great Assouan Dam. _

TABLECLOTHS. — 


The “Doublers” and the “Bubbles” of 
Olden Times. ; 

In the twelfth century the table-. 
cloths were very large and were al- 
ways laid on the table double. For a 
long time they were called “doublers” 
for that reason. The cloth was first 
placed, so as to touch the floor on the 
side of the table at which the guests 
sat. Then all the cloth that remained 
was-folded so that it just covered the 
table. : 

Charles V. had sixty-seven table, 
cloths which were from fifteen to 
twenty yards long and two yards wide. 
He had one cloth which was thirty- 
two yards long, and that had the arms 
of France embroidered on it in silk. 
All of these were fringed. 

In the sixteenth century “doublers,” 
or double cloths, were replaced by two 
tablecloths, one of which was small 
and was laid just as we lay ours to 
day. 

The other, which was put on over ft, 
was large and of beautifully figured 
linen. It was skillfully folded in such 
a way’ that, as a- book: of. that time 
says, “it resembled a winding river, 
gently -ruffled by a little breeze, for 
among very many little folds were 
here and there great bubbles.” 

It must have required much art and 
care to make dishes, plates, saltcellars, 
sauce dishes and glasses stand steadily 
in the midst of this undulating sea 


folds, . pe 

However, the fashion had only: a 
short existence, os Is apt to be the case 
with unpractical fashions, and toward 
the latter part of the’ century‘ a single: 
cloth, laid flat and touching the floor 
on all sides of the table, came into gen. 
eral use.

In ‘the answer from the Montreal 
Board of Trade was a leaf from the re- 
port of their commerce, which in view 
of some of the remarks made by one of 
the speakers at Erskine, make his 
statement of “10% only ‘being fit for 
export,” look, to say the least:remark- 
able. During the year 1906 there was 
shipped from Montreal 128,160. head of 
cattle; of these 28,000 came from the 
United States, leaving 102,160 head. of 
Canadian cattle; and from ‘this number 
87,000 head came from west of the 
Great Lakes, Over 85% 4. of the cattle 
shipped from Canada way of Mon- 
treal were western cattle. hese fig- 
ures prove that Senator, Talbot's 
statement was rather wide of the 
mark, 

I wrote several of the’ exporters 
whose address the Secretary of the 
Board of Trade has“given “me, and re- 
ceived very satisfactory answers, 
particularly from Donald. Munro of 
Montreal. 

The answers received from W. W. 
Craig and W.-A. Campbell were 
somewhat in the same strain, though 
not 80 comprehensive. ‘ Besides these 
Canadian inquiries we. wrote to. the 
Bowles Commission Co. of Chicago, 
and toJohn Clay of Clay, Robinson & 
Co.. so that the fact that we have 
stock to sell has been well advertised, 
and if the firms do not send buyers we 
are in a better povition to handle tho 
goods our selves if thought ‘best. So 
far as I have been able to go into the 
mutter I cannot auniery: myself that 
our best market is be found in 
Great Britain, It se ae to me that if 
we consider advantage and disad- 
vantage the one with the other and 
cainpare the probable returns between 
stock shipping across the water and 
stock shipping across the line we will 
probably find that our safest outlet 
just now is to be .found in the. stock 
markets of the United States. Should 
the labors of the beef, Commission 
which has lately ended in Winnipeg, 
be productive of no financial .good to 
those most deeply. interested, the re- 
ports of their sessions as published in 
the news -papers. have ‘at least made 
intenesting reading..
